pletely ſhew their effect in execution; theſe I ſhall be happy to explain to any 
Gentleman who may wiſh to ras them. | 


in e tele „ lay method of making Mud-Walls, as pratiifet 
in Devonſhire and other counties of England, I beg to notice the new method 
of building Walls for Cottages, &c. as practiſed in France; of which an ac- 
count is given in a little work lately publiſhed at Paris, under the title of Maiſon 
de Pi iſe. The method there propoſed and on experience recommended, is to 
conſtruct the Walls of dry earth, well rammed, or beaten together in a mould, 
like a caſe: the advantage attending this method is by the author M. Cointeraux 
ſpoken of in the higheſt terms, and as applicable to buildings of conſiderable 
extent, with upper ſtories, &c. That this method is practicable on a ſmall 
ſcale, I am well aſſured by ſome Gentlemen, who have really built with 
| ſucceſs in this manner. It certainly is cheap; for, the mould or caſe once 
formed, it is eaſily ſhifted, and the whole proceſs may be performed by com- 
mon labourers. It may be proper to obſerve, the ſeveral pieces of the mould 
muſt be made to fit properly, and the whole muſt be well braced or tied toge- 
ther, to reſiſt the percuſſion of the. beating. This method has ſome advan- 
tages over that uſually practiſed; for, being worked dry, the building is habita- 
ble as ſoon as formed, no danger being likely to ariſe to the inhabitants from

EXPLANATION OF THE PLATES, 


PLATE * | ENTRANCE. GATES. 


D ESIGNS for two hunting gates; one 0 for Lieutenant-Colonel 
Thornton, at Thornville Royal, Yorkſhirez the other deſigned for the late 
John Morant, Eſq. in the New Foreſt, Hampſhire. The letters are painted 
of a colour different from the gate, and give a general idea of the hunt to which 
they belong: they alſo ſhew the extent of the proprietor's domain. 

The ſecond figure is a deſign for a field gate, in the ſame manner. 

The third figure ſhews the entrance gates to the front of Selſdon farm- 
houſe, in Surry ; executed by me ſome time ſince. The dotted lines ſhew the 
manner in which the oak poſts, &c. are framed under ground; the piers are of 
wood, well painted and ſanded: the convenience and effect of the whow have 
been much approved. 

The fourth figure ſhews the gates leading to the farm-yard at Thornville 
Royal, executed by me in 1791 ; one fide is here ſhewn open railing, the other 
cloſe park paling. I have ſometimes made theſe gates' to open in two divi- 
ſions, ſo that one ſerves for a foot gate, when it is not neceſſary. to open the . 
whole for a .

"PLATE Il. FENCES. 


SECTIONS of two 1 for Ha ha's! or funk Wes the felt deer 
an excavation below the dotted line, which marks the level of the adjoining

The next figure ſhews two 1 for box gates, and one for a turnſtile. 
The conſtruction of theſe is obvious; either of the box gates may be ſo con- 
trived as to lead a horſe through, by making one of the ſide N with hinges 
and a lock, ſimilar to the hunting gate locks. | 5 

The laſt figure exhibits a drop ſtile, one ſide down, ts other up: the poſt 
in the middle ſerves as a centre on which the bars et the 18 at the end 
recovering them to their horizontal poſition. 


PLATE II. THE WOOD PILE HOUSE. 

THIS building is intended for a convenience in a park or plantation where 
the walks or rides are extenſive ; or for a ſituation where it is difficult to con- 
ceal thoſe of common conſtruction; it preſerves the equivoque, under the cha- 
racter and appearance of a wood pile. It is built with the arms and boughs of

oak trees, not too large, cut into regular lengths, and bedded in pee clay, 

mixed up with Rraw ; the roof is thatched, and the inſide, above the lining, 

is ſtuck with moſs. The conſtruction is ſuch as to have the properties of a 
water cloſet ; by means of a well of water at the back, as he wn in the ſection, 

a trunk or pipe from the ſeat is ſunk about ſix inches in the water, ſo that 

no air can draw up. This conſtruction may be adapted in moſt privies; but 

care muſt be taken that it is not too near the water for general uſes, as it may 

contaminate. |

has a gate, which anſwers the purpoſe of ſhutting the bullock cloſe up, and 


alſo of ſhutting the paſſage of communication one from the other, and leaving 
a way open to the water-troughs. The ſections ſhew one fide as open, the 
other as ſhut. A walk communicates all round from the fodder-houſes, wide 


enough for a barrow to ſupply the cribs, and a pump at each angle to ſupply 
the water-trough, One ſide. ſhews a continued trough, level, to be ſupplied 


by the pump. The other ſide ſhews one trough to two ſtalls, as better cal- 
culated to ſituations where water is ſcarce, The dotted line marks the ſweep 


of the gates. This plan ſhews only half of the area . The obeliſk is 


merely ornamental,
